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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is directed to arguments concerning claims which 
are not pending. Applicant now argues that the infusion of deoxygenated hemoglobin is a critical element of the method. However, the 
pending claims do not contain this newly proposed and argued element. With regard to the arguments regarding concentrations of nitrite, 
and the instant method not requiring equimolar quantities of sodium nitrite, please note that there are no concentration limitations for 
hemoglobin in the claimed method, merely a rate of infusion of a solution of unspecified concentration of hemoglobin. Thus the argument 
regarding the molar ratio of hemoglobin to nitrite has no nexus to the claimed method ; the claimed method is not commensurate to the 
scope of the argument and therefore, this argument cannot be persuasive. 
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
